The invention in Group I is directed to method and apparatus for testing an 
integrated circuit, which does not need to include, for example, a wafer including: a 
plurality of integrated circuits that are configured for being separated apart by a 
subsequent cutting process, the plurality of the integrated circuits are at least partially 
electrically connected to one another. 

The invention in Group II is directed to a wafer, which does not need to include, 
for example, taking at least parts of the integrated circuit out of operation after the parts 
have been tested by the self-test device; and 

Subsequently, connecting the integrated circuit to an external testing device that 
performs a function selected from the group consisting of reading out results of the test 
and evaluating the results of the test. 

Therefore, they are clearly directed to a different and independent invention. 
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2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
